TORONTO, July 1fc—The loss of life, fit the South Porcupine disaster from 


yesterday'* foreit fires is known to fee. several hundred and the property loss 
will reach several millions of dollar*. 


Only three of the 84 employes of ih* West Dome mine have been accounted 


for and 200 miners, muckers, ate* in the Dome mine have been suffocated. The 
mines burned include *h* Dome, North Dome, Preston, East Pome, Vipond, 
Foley O'Brien, Philadelphia, United Porcupine, Eldorado Porcupine, Standard, 
Imperial, West Dome and Success.

Among the dead are rjobert Weiss, manager of the West Dome, and his 


wife and child.

The Philadelphia mines' loss is about $50,000; United Poreupme, $20,000; 


Eldorado Porcupine, all buildings destroyed {'Standard, about $40,000} Imperial, 
about $35,000; Success, probably destroyed; We*t Dome mines, about $75,000. 


In four short hours, commencing yesterday noon, the fire swept to th* 


shores of Lake Porcupine, where it destroyed South Porcupine, Pottsville and 
part' of Golden City as well as many small buildings along the lake front. Th» 
greatest,havoc was wrought around the main mines, notably West Dome and 
Big Dome.' 


There the entrapped miners, cut off from -escape, w«re forced to take to 


the shafts, and penned in by flames perished, 


This was notably tru> at Dome and West Dome mines. At Preston an 


untimbertd shaft gave shelter and none perished. 


The streets of South Porcupine are strewn with dead persons, horses, dogs 


and cattle. Along the mine_r*ad» ^ar« the charred bodies of these who wer* 
overcome in trying to escape.
